Llaofln, Mass., NOT. 28.—After clear- 


ing away the remaining tracea of Bun- 
day night's disaster at Bakers Bridge 
station and an Investigation 
by the 


railroad ottclajs, state authorities, and 
the newspapers. It la practically settled 
that 17 persons lost their lives, 12 were 
seriously wounded, aad a score more or 
less Injured, as the result of the terrible 
rear-end collision. 


Prwldaut Tuttle of the road blames 


B. W. Lyons, engineer of the leading 
locomotive. Lyons, who hi not severely 
Injured, reached bis home lu Boston, 


The regular Sunday night express 


which left Boston at 7:46 o'clock for 
Montreal crashed into tht rear of an 
accammodation train bound for points 
on the Marlboro branch line, which 
started from Boatou at 7:15. 


Of the dead, 14 were passengers Id 


the two rear cars 6f tbe Marlboro train. 
Tbe other two were Engineer Barnard 
of the Montreal express and his fire- 
man. None' of the passengers on the 
express train was injured. 
Of those 


Who lost their lives a number were ap- 
parently killed Instantly in the col- 
lision, while others were either burned 
to death by the fire which ensued, or 
from suffocation. 


Many passensere were caught nnd 


incinerated before they had a chance 
to be released from the debris. Few 
persons live in the vicinity of Bakers 
Bridge station and no flre department 
was arallabble, so that the flames prac- 
tically burned themselves out. 


According to the statement of per- 


sons who were at the Bakers Bridge 
depot, a brnkeman of the Marlboro 
train was sent to place a fusee, or red 
flre torch, some distance In the rear. 
The night was unusually dark, partly 
owing to a dense mist. According to 
those at the station, the torch had not 
been set more than a minute before the 
roar of a heavy train around a curve a 
short distance east of the depot was 
heard. Those on the station platform 
ware helpless, for within a few seconds 
the headlight of an onrush Ing locomo- 
tive penetrated the mist aud before a 
liand could be lifted to warn the pas- 
sengers In the stationary train the two 
giant locomotives 
crashed 
into the 


standing coaches. 


The crash was so terrific that it was 


hsard by persons living a mile distant, 
and where a tralnload of people had 
stood n moment before became an in- 
descrlbuble scene of death aud ruiu. 
Following the crash, the shrieks of the 
injured and the shouts of those who 
hastened to the rescue at times even 
were heard above the hiss of escaping 
steam which scalded some of the pas- 
sengers, even before flames communi- 
cated from the ruins of the engine to 
the remains of the wrecked cars. 


The leading locomotive telescoped 


the rear car of the Marlboro train, nnd 
the second engine forced the demolished 
mass against the third car of the local 
and completely wrecked it, In these 
two cars all but two of the fatalities oc- 
•curred and practically all of the in- 
juries. 


The .collision destroyed the forward 


locomotive of the Montreal train and 
the engine following It was considerably 


-.damaged, but did' not leave the rails. 


None of the cars of the express was 
•thrown from the track and the collision 
apparently had little effect upon those 
In them. Th» passengers stated after- 


• wards that the shock was comparatively 
•light, especially In view of the rate of 
•p*ad at which the train was proceed- 
ing. 


Within two nlnutea following 
the 


-•crash the scene of ruin was transformed 
'to one of horror Prom the firebox of 
•the battered engine, the engineer and 
• fireman of which already lay dead in 


• 'the tangled mass. Barn** communicated 
>to the wreckage of the passenger 


coaches and a number of the nnfor- 


• tunate passengers who had been pinned 
• down by broken seats and fragments of 


the • woodwork perished. Some of tbe 


• passengers had evidently been killed 
Instantly. The second car of the local 
train remained standing oa the Irons 


. and was not greatly damaged. 
The 


• engine of this train escaped the wreck. 


The officials of the Boston and Maine 


railroad will make an exhaustive In- 
quiry Into the cause of the collision. 
Whethersthe proper signals were set at 
a safe distance, or whether they could 
be seen In time by the engineer of the 
Montreal train cannot be told nt this 
•time. It is probable that the district 
court will also hold 1111 investigation of 
Its own, and it Is expected thnt an in- 
quest will he held by the court on one 
of the victims, as la customary In seri- 
ous accidents.

The use of Ice for beating purposes 


Is one of tbe oddities of our modern 
civilization. Often It bappeus that 
train carrying fruit from the south to 
tbe northern market encounters a cole 
spell while en route. If tbe tempera 
rare goes below a certain/point tbe per- 
ishable merchandise will be mined 
But such a misfortune may be prevent- 
ed by covering the fruit car with a 
coat of Ice, a thing easily accomplished 
by turning a hose upou It and allowing 
the water to freese until tbe whole ve- 
hicle to enveloped In a glassy and glit- 
tering blanket 


It may, Indeed, be appropriately call- 


ed a blanket, Inasmuch as It prevents 
tn* radiation of beat from tbe ulterior 
of tbe car. The ice being a good non 
conductor the warmth 1* retained and 
the fruit, or possibly It may be vegeta- 
bles, goes on its way unspoiled even 
by zero weather. . 


Cars used for transporting oranges 


aud other fruit from California to the 
east are often provided nowadays with 
large cylindrical "ice stoves," as they 
might be called, at each end, which, 
while useful in summer time for re- 
Crlgeration, are filled with Ice during 
a cold spell in whiter. When the tem- 
lerature outside Is at zero or below, 
jbe Ice, at 32 degrees F., Is compara- 
ilvely warm, aud thus tbe "stores" de- 
scribed act as heaters.

ous as is popularly supposed. It wan 
easier to disprove the notion thai here- 
tics had tails than thai all Jews are 
rich. 


BENEFITS TO THE COUNTRY. 


What have been the Jew's contribu- 


tions lo Ihe United Stales? The Uuiled 
Statea receives various benelitst'roui the 
creeds and classes that neck Us shores;
